"Littlest  500"  Bicycle  Race  Weekend.  His  performance,  m  which  he 
included  his  popular  renditions  of  "Country  Roods"  and  "Leaving 
on  a  Jet  Plane,"  was  enjoyed  by  all  in  attendance. 
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Muckraker  and  consumer  affairs  expert  Ralph  Nader  addressed 
the  VU  student  body  in  an  April  convocation.  In  his  talk  on  "Envi- 
ronmental Hazards:  Man-Made  and  Man-Remedied"  he  cited  "a 
drain  of  courage  in  the  pioneering  of  better  products  and  means 
of  ptt)duction  by  large  corporations"  as  a  "primary  reason  for 
many  of  the  environmental  problems  and  inferior  products  mar- 
keted today." 

Mr.  Nader  also  spoke  about  the  severe  problem  of  pollution, 
and  concluded  that  if  all  citizens  exerted  just  a  small  eflfort,  the 
environment  would  be  vastly  improved.

Founder  and  executive  director  of  Citi- 
zens Forum,  Inc.  of  Indianapolis,  Mrs.  Mat- 
tie  Coney  spoke  on  the  topic  of  "Individ- 
ual Responsibility"  during  a  convocation 
sponsored  by  tfie  Social  Science  Division. 
Responding  to  the  question,  "What  is  Citi- 
zens Forum,  Inc.?,"  Mrs.  Coney  defined  it 
as  a  good  neighbor  policy  designed  to 
improve  conditions  within  a  neighborhood 
by  educating  the  residents  of  that  area  to 
their  responsibilities  to  themselves  and 
others  in  the  some  neighborhood  and  then 
to  help  carry  out  these  responsibilities. 

Mrs.  Coney  has  served  as  a  member, 
officer,  or  board  member  for  countless 
community  betterment  organizations.  Her 
accomplishments  in  these  organizations 
are  practically  endless. 
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Former  Governor  Matthew  E.  Welsh  of 
Indianapolis  visited  the  VU  campus  while 
on  G  campaign  tour  through  Indiana.

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"A  Funny  Thing  Happened  on  the  Way 
to  the  Forum"  marks  the  seventh  produc- 
tion undertaken  by  the  popular  Beall-Ertel 
partnership. 

The  story  takes  place  in  Rome.  The  time 
is  200  years  before  the  Christian  Era,  in 
the  spring.  The  comedy  is  unique  because 
the  audience  is  introduced  to  the  entire 
cast  before  the  plot  begins  to  unfold,  and 
a  few  times  during  the  play  the  audience 
is  spoken  to  directly  by  the  characters. 

The  main  characters  are  Pseudolus,

Dr.  Otis  R.  Bowen,  M.D.,  speaker  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  Indiana,  delivered  an  address  at  the  Christmas  con- 
vocation. Dr.  Bowen  is  a  graduate  of  Indiana  University  with  an 
A.B.  degree  and  holds  his  M.D.  degree  from   Indiana   University. 

Dr.  Bowen  has  contributed  extensively  to  the  state  of  Indiana. 
He  has  been  Minority  Leader  (1965-66),  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  (1967-72),  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Council

In  1971,  Dr.  Bowen  received  the  Alumni  of  the  Year  Award  from 
Indiana  University  Medical  School  and  the  1971  Merit  Award  from 
Indiana  Public  Health  Association.

The  1971  season  was  the  most  success- 
ful ever  for  Vincennes  University.  The  14- 
meet  schedule  included  six  invitationals  in 
addition  to  the  Big-Little  State  and  NJCAA 
Championships. 

Among  the  many  victories,  three  im- 
pressive wins  stand  out:  23  points  over  2nd 
place  Taylor  at  the  Taylor  Invitational,  35 
points  over  2nd  place  Macomb  in  the  Lo- 
raine  Classic,  and  46  points  over  the  2nd 
place  team  in  the  DuPoge  Invitational. 

The  Trailblazers  won  their  second  Little 
State  Championship  in  three  years  over 
defending  champion  Valpariso.  In  the 
NJCAA  National  Championships  VU  beat 
the  Allegheny  CCAC  Team  by  11  points 
for  the  second  NJCAA  title  in  three  years. 

Coach  William  Stegemoller  and  ail  the 
members  of  the  cross-country  team  de- 
serve to  be  congratulated  for  one  of  the 
most  successful  seasons  VU  has  ever  had.

Having  advanced  six  times,  the  Blazers  achieved 
their  first  undefeated  season.  The  Blazers  victoriously 
nnade  their  way  to  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association  Championship  with  a  record  number  of 
wins,  33-0.  1970  and  1965  were  other  years  in  which 
the  Blazers  were  successfull  in  capturing  the  NJCAA 
title. 

The  Blazers  participated  in  the  finals  in  1967,  1968, 
and  1969  and  placed  fifth,  sixth,  and  ninth,  respec- 
tively. The  1972  Championship  made  the  Blazers  the 
second  team  to  achieve  a  perfect  won-lost  record.

The  new,  long  planned,  Humanities  Building  was  finally  com- 
pleted in  the  Spring  of  ]972.  Construction  of  the  $1 .5  million  proiect 
was  begun  on  Sept.  9,  1971,  but  due  to  problems  of  weather  and 
lack  of  space  to  work  with  in  the  Fall  semester,  1971,  opening  dal'e 
was  not  met. 

The  two-story,  67,700  square-foot  structure  will  contain  "a  little 
something  for  everyone"  in  the  Humanities  Division.  New  class- 
rooms and  an  audio-tutorial  room  will  be  provided  for  the  English 
Department.  For  the  Art  Deportment,  there  are  two  large  work 
rooms  and  a  studio  room  complete  with  an  adjacent  darkroom. 

There  ore  regular  chorus  and  band  rooms  equipped  with 
recording  equipment  to  capture  the  music  of  students.  There  are 
also  storage  rooms  for  band  instruments  and  private  practice 
rooms.  For  the  Drama  and  Theatre  Departments,  there  is  a  330 
seat  auditorium  with  a  workable  stage.  Also  included  m  the 
theatre  center  are  modern  dressing  rooms  and  a  new  organ. 

The  Humanties  Division,  along  with  other  campus  divisions,  will 
greatly  benefit  from  the  highly  improved  facilities  offered  by  this 
building.  It  is  definitely  a  giant  step  toward  a  more  organized  sys- 
tem of  education  on  the  VU  campus.

Tfirough  all  tfiat  development,  and  the  changes  which  it  and  the 
years  have  brought,  the  senior  member  of  the  faculty,  as  elegant 
in  appearance  as  she  is  ever  gracious  in  bearing,  is  steadfast  in 
her  insistence  on  the  high  standards  of  conduct  and  conscience 
which  she  believes  the  University  has  imparted  to  its  students  and 
which  she  believes  as  strongly  it  must  continue  to  consider  one  of 
its  main  missions. 

Through  all  that  development,  moreover.  Miss  Carter  has  been 
an  up-front  force  for  those  visions  and  labors  which  she  has  identi- 
fied as  VU's  particular  destinctions:  concern  for  the  individual, 
community  service,  family  like  warmth,  on  active  faith  in  the  future, 
and  a  vital  interest  in  mankind. 

Miss  Carter  has  been  a  teacher  in  English,  art,  and  elementary 
and  secondary  education  programs,  Dean  of  Women  (1947-54  and 
1965-68)  and  Dean  of  Students  (1954-65),  and  took  up  her  duties  for 
the  President's  office  in  1968. 

She  was  a  founder  of  Alpha  Theta  Chi,  VU  social  sorority  and  is 
a  former  adviser  to  "ReVoo",  VU  yearbook  predecessor  to  LeRe- 
voir;  to  The  Troilblazer,  VU  student  newspaper,  and  to  the  Student 

Senate. 

She  holds  degrees  from  Southern  Methodist  University  (A.B., 
1934)  and  from  Indiana  University  (M.S.,  1954)  and  has  earned 
credits  from  four  additional  colleges. 

LeRevoir  salutes  this  dutiful  lady  for  her  distinguished  contribu- 
tions to  VU  during  25  years.
